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The Abstinence of the Month of 
Ramadan

Praise is due to God, the Lord of the worlds 
and God's peace and blessings be upon His 
messenger, Muhammad and his pure, 
impeccable and infallible household. 



Every year, the advent of the month of Ramadan makes it possible for every individual to 
improve himself or herself by responding to the call of the Almighty to abstain from food, 
drink, intimate relations and other acts from dawn to sunset. God has stated in the Qur'an 
(which can be rendered into English as the following): 

(O you who believe! Abstinence is prescribed for you, as it was prescribed for 
those before you, so that you may become pious.) 

One begins the first day of this month and the subsequent days after that with the intention 
(nlyyah) to carry out his or her obligation to God and to seek nearness (Taqarrob) to Him. 
An individual's intention is what separates the believer (Mo^men), who observes this practice 
because God has commanded it in the Qur'an, from any other person that might for one 
reason or another also abstain from similar activities. Hence, for a believer, whatever 
benefits follow from this abstinence is for the purpose of improving himself or herself in 
accordance with what God has commanded and thereof seeking nearness to God. In itself, 
the mere fact that God has commanded and one obeys is not only the most excellent reason 
for observing such an abstinence but also the underlying principle for all other reasons that 



Qur'an, Chapter 2 (al-Baqarah)/183-184. I have used the term abstinence instead of fasting 
because the former covers the broad category of things which a Muslim has to abstain from during the 
days in the month of Ramadan. The word fasting suggests that during the days of this month a 
Muslim only abstains from eating or drinking, while in reality he or she also abstains from a variety of 
other activities that include abstaining from such permissible activities as intercourse with one's 
spouse and such impermissible activities as attaching false statements to God, the messenger of God 
and the Prophet's pure household. Furthermore, the Arabic word siydm used to describe the 
abstention from the aforementioned things during this month means to abstain from an act and not 
fast.

might be given for the customs and practices of this month. It is only with the correct 
intention that one can begin the path to piety. It has been reported from the fourth Imam, 
Zayn al-" Abedln (as) that, "No act (is accepted) except with intention" 

With this significant point in mind one can move onto discuss some of the spiritual as well 
as practical benefits of abstaining from certain pleasures and nourishments during the days of 
this blessed month. There are numerous narrations from the messenger of God (s) and his 
pure household (as) about the philosophy behind the abstinence of the month of Ramadan. 
Among them is the supplication for the advent of the month of Ramadan from Imam ' Ali Ibn 
Al-Husain, Zayn al-" Abedln (as). 3 Unfortunately, time and space as well as the outstanding 
quality of that supplication will not allow me to discuss it here nor will I be able to give an 
adequate interpretation regarding it. Hence, I refer the dear reader to that magnificent text for 
further information. 

It has to, however, be stated that emphasis has been made in this supplication, among 
other things, on the two broad categories of restraint or abstinence from despicable acts and 
hastening or rushing towards virtuous acts. During this supplication the verses alternates 
between asking God, the Most High, to keep one away from the vices to imploring Him to 
guide and take one towards the good. The supplication covers the very essence of the 
prescribed abstinence of Ramadan. When one learns to master one's most vital and primal 
needs then one is better equipped and more capable of controlling and restraining one's self 
from the more indulging behaviours. Furthermore, one strives during this month to be 
virtuous and obedient to God. This endeavour provides the believer with a nourishment of a 
different kind. The kind of nourishment which, even though is also beneficial for the 
physical body, its main purpose is for the revitalisation of the soul. When the individual 
tastes this kind of nourishment with pure intentions, he or she will never want to move away 
or stop taking it. As a result, the individual evolves spiritually into a better being becoming 
stronger spiritually and mentally. Our beloved Lady Fatimah Zahra (as), the beloved 
daughter of the Prophet (s), has stated, "What will the abstinent individual (sa'Im) do with his 
or her abstinence (slyam) if he or she does not protect his or her tongue, ears, eyes and limbs 
from sinning?" 4

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Among some of the practical benefits of the abstinence of the month of Ramadan include 
learning to be patient when one is faced with hardship and turmoil and being sympathetic 
towards the poor and the destitute when one is affluent and comfortable. It has been narrated 
from Imam Rida (as) that one of the reasons that an individual is commanded to observe the 
abstinence is so that he (or she) is, "patient towards that which befalls him of hunger and 
thirst." Many individuals who do not observe such abstinence are often quite surprised as to 
how it is that Muslims manage to abstain from food and drink for an entire day. For a 
believer, on the other hand, this difficult task seems easy due to his yearning to please God. 
A Muslim learns to endure hunger and thirst while still continuing with everyday tasks. This 
produces a certain kind of resilience in the abstinent person in regards to food, water and 
other pleasures. Hence, if it is the case that hardship befalls him or her, then he or she will 
continue to rely on God, have faith in Him and be patient in the face of such adversity. 

Moreover it teaches the abstinent person to think before indulging in any activity, even if 
it is a simple and natural activity such as eating and drinking and procreating. It is common 
among those who undertake the abstinence to be in the same state of mind of being careful 
when eating and drinking for a while after the month of Ramadan has come to an end. How 
much of society's physical, psychological and other problems would be solved if only people 
thought about the simple activities they undertake. 

There are also numerous narrations regarding the role of abstinence and fasting in 
producing sympathy in the abstinent individual for the situation of the underprivileged. It has 
been narrated from Imam Hasan al-Askarl (as) that, "God has imposed fasting so that the 
wealthy might suffer hunger and be kind to the poor." 

Most individuals who have enough wealth to live in comfort are not aware of the situation 
of those who do not have the most basic of life's necessities. Even if it is the case that one 
hears or sees through the media or even sees with one's eyes the conditions of those living in 
poverty and destitution, the curtain of affluence tends to prevent the true understanding of 
what it is like to actually be a part of that destitution. People tend to not trouble themselves 
even with the thought of what it might be like to be without the luxuries that they are 
accustomed to, let alone what it might be like to lack basic life requirements. However, when 
one abstains from such things as food and water and other pleasures forbidden in the month 
of Ramadan, one learns to sympathise with those who not only lack items of luxury but also 
nourishments and basic life necessities required to continue living. Imam Ja v far Sadiq (as) 
has stated, "Abstinence has been prescribed so that the wealthy and the poor become equal. 
For, unless the wealthy fast they will not know of the suffering which the deprived go

through so as to pay attention to them and assist them. For this reason, God has made 
abstinence compulsory so that the affluent become aware of the uncomfortable state of the 
indigent, be sympathetic and compassionate towards the weak and the needy and to care for 
them (i.e., care for the indigent, weak and the needy). 5 

Finally abstinence from such basic pleasures as eating, drinking and intimate relations 
with the spouse, reminds the usually inattentive person of his or her shortcomings when it 
comes to appreciating the grace of God and praising him for everything He has given them. 
Things such as water, food or intimacy with the spouse is taken for granted when it is readily 
available. However, when a person is deprived of such things, they realise how dependent 
they are on them and what miraculous creations they are. 

It is by no means my intention to exhaust the benefits of the abstinence of the month of 
Ramadan in this article and by no means will I be able to. I have attempted to give the reader 
a taste of the philosophy and some of the spiritual and practical benefits behind the activity. 
The reader himself or herself may decide to research into the topic further.

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Sudoku: The Number Game 

How to play 

The Sudoku grid consists of eighty-one squares in a nine by nine grid. To solve the Sudoku, each square in the 
grid must contain a number between one and nine, with the following conditions: 

• Each row of nine cells must contain each of the numbers from 1 to 9 once and only once. 

• Each column of nine cells must contain each of the numbers from 1 to 9 once and only once. 

• Each of the nine 3 by 3 boxes of nine cells must contain each of the numbers from 1 to 9 once and 
only once.
